(Boforo lion. Mr. Justice Gray.) 

ELEVENTH DAY. 

Monday, Deo. 7. 
reoina vs. antouLK (.continued). 
H. Anderson (recalled ) 'l'oattorney gen- 
eral— I afterwards received the letter frum 
Dr. Hendricks, of .vhicli Suroulo spike. 
I found it on the prisoner uftor his arrest; 
it contained 810. The lapse of time be 
tweon my hoannij the shot of the Ind nn 
and Sproule's appearance in camp musi 
have boon About an hour. The time occu- 
pied by the steamer traveling from the 
mines to the head of the hike was between 
6 and 6 hours. It is said she travels 
about 10 miles an hour; proceeding frum 
Galena bay goinjf Bouth one would take 
the same course fur snnie distance wore he 
going to the outlet, or to the hosid of tie 
lake. It would be utterly impoosible fir 
one man to go down the outlet in a bunt 
alone after the fir^t twenty miles (To 
Mr. T. DavioJ— I saw llykert before 
arresting Spmule; hb did not suggest 
where I should go to arrest prisoner on 
account of thore being a trail; I adviaed 
him the day before to aend Indiana to 
watch on that (wost) side of the river. The 
water was not nearly so high this year i s 
previously. Haniruill's effects were sold 
by auction, among them hia pistol. 1 first 
saw it in HammiU'a cabin on a little cup- 
board standing on the table. The pistol 
was out of order — it wuuld not stand at. 
full cock (pistol produced and identified). 
I cannot aiy whether the calibre ia -11. I 
■hould judgn the bill would be about as 
big as the rifle cartridge. Saw it in the 
cabin the first day. Velnoweth told me 
Hammill had had no firearms with him 
that. day. 

W! S. Gore, sworn — I am surveyor- 
general in the lands and works depart- 
ment. The map before me was prepared 
in, the department. It was enlarged fr< m 
an exploratory map in the department, 
and part of it from axploiatory tutveys in 
the district by Mr. Farwell — the southern 
portion. I havo an instrumental survey 
showing the triangulationof the mines and 
Kootonay outlet. The distance as the 
crow flies from the mines to the mouth of 
the Kootenay river is, according to this 
map, 36 miles. 

Mr. T. Davie read from Mr. Farwell's 
report that the above mentioned distance 
was 35 miles. 

To attorney-general — -From the mines 
to Capo Horn ia 10 miles, which would 
make a total traveling distance from mines 
to river of 45 miles. 

Mr. T. Davie then addrossed the court 
and jury fur the prisoner. Ho said that 
all criminal experience taught that crimo 
was seldom, if ever, committed without a 
motive. Several months boforo the oom- 
mittal of this crime there would have 
been but. little difficulty in imputing a 
motive to the prisoner. The learned 
counsel dwelt, at length upon how Spruulo 
had oomo into the Kootenay country in 
1880— how he had been fallowed by Ains- 
worth and hia agents, who at once sot 
themselves to work to take away all that 
he had been at such pain's to discover and 
work, and which he had rpason to believe 
would bo a oourco of easo and aftlueiico to 
him in his old age; and how it waa 
nothing leas than exaaporating and cruel 
for a company with millions at its com- 
mand to attempt to take away that which 
Sproule had been at such pains to dis- 
cover and retain. Sproule hud used 
threatening expressions which had boon 
given before them, but during the whole 
two years during which his persecution 
had been going on, he had exercised for- 
bearance — more, poihaps, than the ma- 
jority of men wuuld havo done. If this 
case had taken place then, he (counsel) 
would havo had a great deal mure diffi- 
culty in combating it than ho wuuld have 
at the present time. The men with whom 
prisonor had had tu deal were sycophants- 
toadying to the rich, oppressive to the 
poor — and it would not have been a very 
wonderful thing if at last goaded beyond 
all endurance lie had taken the law into 
his own hands; but he did not do so. 
Suddenly a change came — syndicates fell 
out and Sproule passed over hia interest 
in the Bluebell claim to the Kootenay 
Mining Company, receiving in return ii 
certain number ot their shares, and then 
after some years of hard treatment found 
himself in a position of comparative ease 



When Sproule was at the mines on that 
1st June with hia men, he had nothing to 
aggravate him and had overy chanco of 
developing the mines. Sproule's remark 
to Duncan that he would havo Hammill 
blacking his boots yet, so far fr mi mili- 
tating against him entirely cut a>vay the 
very groundwork of the case agaiiut him. 
Take the circumstances brought against 
prisoner one by one. Sproule's haste 
in leaving amounted lo nothing; it would 
be proved that his movements were moat 
orratic. Other circumstances might look 
auspicious, but evidence and proof were 
very different. If tilings, becauae prob- 
able, woro taken as proved, thore would 
bo no audi things as probability, becauae 
everything would be taken as fact. Cir- 
cumstantial evidence waa aubjoct to dou- 
ble error; witnesses in detailing such evi- 
dence mifijht lie, and their minda might 
also herniated. Thejury knewveiy well that 
the life of the priaonor at the bar was in 
their hands — that ho waa making the laat 
appeal for it he would he able to make, 
aud they would therefore, ho felt sure, 
cast asido all prejudice in judging him. 
The points of the orown's evidence against 
the priBunor were, orielly: The alleged 
ill-will known to oxiat between prisonor 
and deceased; second, the homicide; third, 
the date of the homicide; fourth, borrow- 
ing the rifle; fifth, finding the pick; sixth, 
the prisoner's so-called flight ; and seventh, 
his apparently not being aurprisefl when 
arrested Counsel reviewed the evidence 
of Smith, who was clearly a prejudiced 
witness; also that of Moulaon, who, hav- 
ing proved himself so mistaken in regard 
to apart of hia evidonce — that of distance 
aud speed — could well bo mistaken in 
other parts of it- especially iu repeat ng 
threats ho had forgotten to speak off at 
'the preliminary examination, end which 
he must huve heard of since from some- 
body else. Counsel laid stress. upon the 
discrepancies of Duncm's statements, who 
had at one time stated that it might have 
been half an hour after his return from 
••-proulo's cabin when ho heatd the shot — 
• another an hour and a half, and, lab r 
a il , it an hour. The Wulfes, whoevuleni y 
o»d not come to testify in favor of the 
prisoner, Had unwittingly r roved an alii i 
mr dim, Tl e theory that ISproule was i 
'ho bi at seen by Duncan was wrong both 
a c riling to the time accepted by the 
prosecution and the defence as to Sproule's 
depurture. He thought the two Wolfes 
k' ew more of the murder than thpy ohoae 
to say. It was peculiar (hey had in t 
heard the shot, and also that House was 
not there to give evidence — Hoiue who 
had found the two cartridges on the trail 
sevoral days after it had been oarefully 
searched. Counsel having quoted freely 
from tho depositions and evidonce of the 
witncsais Wolfes and H .use, called the 
jury's attention to sevoral discrepancies 
therein, and having done so, tho time be 
ing one o'clock, deferred the progress of 
his speech until after adjournment. 

AFTCIt RECESS. 
At tho application of tho attorney -gen- 
eral tho court agreed that the rifle of 
Wolfe should be cleaned to enable the 
long cartridge to be inserted. The fore- 
m ui of the jury announced that the jury 
had tried ami had found that it could bo 
plHcsd in tho rifle without the latter hav- 
ing to bo cleaned. 

Continuing his speech, counsel for tho 
defense quoted again from Chas. Wolfe's 
deposition, saying tho principal thing to 
bo noticed was that none of the witnesses 
had seen Sproule go up to the Bluebell 
that day and this fact seemed to have op- 
pressed House and tho Wolfes It 
seemed to him that they must take the 
Wolfes' evidence as partly true and partly 
untrue, true as to facta, but untrue aa to 
tho inferences t iey drew. Sproule might 
have noticed the churliahneia of Wolfe in 
regard to lending the gun and havo de- 
cided upon taking his own gun with him 
up tho lake. Now one cannot but think 
about the story of Chas. Wulfe butting his 
head against a tree. Whatever the cause 
it must be taken to bo the same as that 
winch made Houso contemplate suicide. 
There was likewise something of peculiar 
fatality about the witnesssea, inasmuch as 
a man named l'ritch ird who was required 
by the defence also attempted suicide. 
Ho did not assert that tho Wolfes or 
Houao had anything to do with the mur- 
der, but from tho fear' of implication 
which they evidently entertained it waa 
(juite possible they deemed it necessary to 
fix tho crimo on tho accuaed. Proceeding, 
counsel denied there was a flight at all 
(although innocent men had been known 
to fly)j also alluded to the known uncer- 
tain habits of priaonor, whose lino of con- 
duct had doubtless been determined by 
his conversation with Duncan and hence 
also his letter left in the cabin raising the 
men's wages which showed anything but a 
determination not to return. If Sproulo 
had been a fugitive ho would not havo 
taken tho ordinary line of travel. It 
would have boon no difficulty for a moun- 
taineer liko Sproulo to havo got out by 
way of the outlet. Aa lo his having been 
without blan'kets he had previously been 
known in the winter time to havp traveled 
without them, Sproule who had 
nover been hailed by the boat containing 
Anderson and others, had landod because 
his boat was leaking and to relievo 
himself from pulling, being tired from 
using an arm which he had broken. He 
also expected to find a trail there, and 
had kept on hoping to find it. After- 
wards, hearing a rifle Bhot, priaonor did 
what a guilty man would never have 
done, made his way directly to the place 
whenco it proceeded. Ho had seen the 
lire and walked straight into camp. 
Naturally enough, ho was confused at 
finding himself covered with a rifle and 
arrested. Anderson disappointed, por- 
haps, that Sproule didn't convict himself 
out uf his own ni- u.lh, end-j:ivurs to make 
capital from hie silrnje. The next day 
Sproule saw many who must have told 
him the cause of hia arrest. Tho inter- 
cepted lettor of the prisoner, which he 
deemed would not be seon, contained 
nothing criminating hi in, but with a 
noble forget fulneaa of self only showed 
thought and consideration fur his employ- 
ers in the midst of his own trouble. The 
trouble with all tho witnesses in the case 
waa that they hud formed a theory in 
their own minds and were determined to 
oarry it out risjht or wrong. Some of the 
circumstances might look black against 
prisonor, but a thousand suspicions did 
not make one fact, and it wag far more 



and able to fight with capital at his back, , probable that H-inimill— if ho waa inur- 



doted — waa murdered by an old enemy; 
for Hammill, ho would prove to have 
been a professional elaim-jumpor. Hero 
were the Ainsworths, with 750,900 aorea 
of land — miners were afraid to work their 
own claims for fear the latter would be 
immediately jumped by the company or 
their jackals. What wonder then that 
agrarian outrages occurred? and what 
wonder also, aa is always tho case, that 
suspicion fell upon tho wrong man? Men 
will always swoar according to their 
sympathies, and tho sympathies of the 
Ainsworth's men woro with their em- 
ployers. Hammill was disliked in other 
parts, aud it would be for I he jury to Bay 
whether, with the number of boats on 
the lake, it was not possible for the deed 
to have been committed by another 
enemy who had escaped in tho boat that 
was Bebn in tho afternoon. He would 
now call 

James Hobkirk, who upon being sworn 
stated that, ho was in Colorado in 1879, 
1880 and 1881; knew Hammill at Fit- 
cairn, who began jumping town lots laid 
out by Wade, until he received notice to 
i|uit tho town . He thon went prospect- 
ing; and in 1881 got jumping mining 
claims in tho winter, and skipped 
out in consequence of being threatened 
with hanging. I never heard of Haramill 
afterwards until the cane came up in court. 
(To attorney-general.) I was first shown 
Hammill's photograph last Saturday night; 
1 have not read the case in the papers as I 
huve not hud time; I was herding and pros- 
pecting atPiteaiou; others besides Hammill 
jumped claims, but he was the only noted 
character; they ran him out, anyhow. 

\V. A. Hendricks, sworn — I am a grad- 
uate of the medical profession, but at pres- 
ent .am manager of the Kootenay mining 
and smoking co., formed for tho purpose 
of mining, smelting, transportation, con- 
struction of roads, etc.; the company' 
property at Kootenay is held by mo ii 
trust among other claims there, tho lShu 
bell acquired from tho prisoner in 1881; 
Sproulo assigned the whole of the Bluebell; 
there was no reservation of a part of it, the 
real consideration being 120 shares iu tho 
company's stock, including property in tho 
States as well as in B. O. The company 
had made a contract with Sproule for tho 
working of the Bluebell on 18th May, 18Su; 
tho lust I saw of prisoner was when on the 
20th May on the road with his men to the 
mines, I heard him call to ouo of them 
aud say: "Jimmy, 1 will be back in a week 
or two to take some of you to the mines ;"he 
also required more provisions; he wits road 
commissioner of the third road district 
Kootenay Co., Idaho territory; when I first 
met Sproule iu Juno, '84, ho complained to 
me of his left arm or elbow — that it had 
been fractured; I told him it required rest; 
personally I do not know of any trail on 
the west side of the valley leading to tho 
lake. 

Mr. T. Davie — I wish to ask witness 
whether he has not hoard from MoLaugh- 
liu thero was a trail there; and whether it 
was not so reported to the extent that pris- 
oner might have believed thero was such a 
trail. 

Objected to by the attorney-general. 
Mr. T. Davio asked that thiB point be re- 
served; that the answer was admissible on 
tho ground that general belief iu this case 
was the subject of enquiry. 

Crown's objection sustained by the 
judge. 

Witness (continuing)— I know J. L. 
Prit chard; last saw him ou the 20th at 
Kootenay, 

Did you over hear of Hammill having 
had any enemies in Kootenay ? 

Objected to by the crown, and objection 
sustained by the judge. 

Witness (to attorney general) — Sproulo 
was interested in tho Bluebell mine on 
the 1st June to tho extent of tho propor- 
tion his ahares bore to tho whole of the 
company's Btock; I know Sproule's signa- 
ture; tho writing produced lookn like that 
of Sproule; I have myself received a let- 
ter from linn ; received it I think about 
the Gth of June; I started from Kootenay 
for Victoria laat Monday morning (Nov. 
30th. I do not know that Sproule when 
on "his way to the lake was aware that 
Hammill would be thore to work the 
Bluebell claim; 1 will not swear that I did 
not express disappointment at Pritchard's 
starting for Victoria, but remember ask- 
ing Bray, "What do you want with that 
man and his delirium tremens?" 

The judge — Ouo thing is certain; wo 
don't want him. [Laughter.] 

Witness (continuing)— I know it was 
reported that Hammill had purchased 
Hudnut's interoat in tho Bluebell mine; 
Sproulo stated that ho never had trans- 
ferred any portion of the claim until ho 
deeded it to me; I advanced prisoner 
when he went up at least §250; ,1 knew of 
no reason why Sproule could not bo on all 
the claims on the west side on the 1st 
June, though it was necessary that ho 
should havo been thero personally; I don't 
think I made tho remark to Wolfe speak- 
ing of tho tragedy, "'You boyB don't 
know much about it." Tho number of 
the company's ahares was 1200 at tho time 
Sproule got his shares. 

Jacob A. Myers, sworn — First knew 
Sproule in 1880 at old Fort Colville; ho 
lived with me all that winter, going in 1881 
to the Kootonay lake district; afterwards 
heard ho had taken up a ranch at Bon- 
nor'B ferry; next heard of him from Mis- 
soula, saying he was going to Capetown, 
S. Africa; next heard from him at New 
York saying he was going to Liverpool; 
heard from him there. He changed hia 
mind and went to South America that 
winter. In May, 1882, heard of him from 
Sand Point (a number of letters written 
by prisoner to witness were banded in) 
It WB8 in 1882 that I first heard of pris- 
oner's claim being jumped. Sproulo 
ahortly after started for Victoria saying 
ho would fight tho Ainsworths at head- 
quarters. When I waa going into the 
mines in 1883 prisoner walked into cauVp 
with no blankets nor food. He went on 
to Sand Point while I journeyed on to the 
lake. I represented the Bluebell claim 
and soon received a letter from Sproulo 
saying he had ooncluded to turn back to 
the boundary line. He finally arrived on 
foot, overland, having left his boat about 
six milea along the shore; I don't think 
deceased was thore, but other men of 
Ainsworths wore thero. On one occasion 
Hudnut and myself leaving the mines in 
order to make time left the boat at the 
boundary line and proceeded on foot. 

Court adjourned at ti p. m. until to-day 
(Tuesday) at 10 a. m,

TEE BALKAN WAR 

Venule continue to wonder how or 
whoru tho war now being waged by Sarvia 
and Bulgaria will end. The alliance of 
the three empires still remains firm, and 
will not be shaken, it ia said, by what- 
ever befalls. Tho strange, indefinite atti- 
tude of Turkey, duo entirely, it is be- 
iiovod, to English inspiration, is what 
causes most uneasiness. If Turkey still 
takes Russia's advice, and exercises her 
right of restoring the statu quo by occu- 
pying Roiimolia, now that it will probab- 
ly be denuded of the Bulgarian trcops, 
enguoeJ against tho Servians, King Milan 
may perhaps come out of the war with 
Hying colors, and with tho right of claim- 
ing over afterwards that ho undertook the 
work of the powers. These, however, are 
probably idle suppositious in the circum- 
stances, and it is impossible yet to foresee 
the upshot of the Balkan imbroglio. The 
position is entirely unique, and puzzles 
the most proficient student of eastern 
politics. Is Servia lighting against Bul- 
garia, or against Turkey, tho Suzerain of 
Prince Alexander; and if (ireece also de- 
clares war to-morrow, against whom will 
sho bo striving, and how will Turkey 
regard the general invasion of her vassal 
provinces I What will Montenegro do in 
the circumstances/ These are all ques- 
tions which are more easily asked than 
answered at the present moment; and in 
the general nieloe that appears to have be- 
gun, it is difficult as Vet to discern who 
are friends and who, are foos. The grav- 
ity of the situation, however,, as tho 
organ of the Russian foroign office ob- 
serves, cannot bo denied. 

"The youngest of European nations," 
continues the Journal de St. Petersburg, 
"whose independence dates from Russia's 
sacrifices in tho last campaign, has de- 
clared war upon Bulgaria, who owes her 
autonomy to the same Russian enterprise. 
And Servia does this, too, without the 
least concern for tho obligation incumbent 
upon hor, as youngest of the European 
family, under the stipulation ot article 8 
of the treaty of Paris of 185(J, whorely no 
declaration of war was to be nude unless 
mediation had been first solicited. 

"Besides which, Servia has declared 
war against a vassal princo who does not 
even possess the right of making peace 
or war among his attributes; so that it 
may well be asked whether the object is 
to attack the, suzerain, or to briny a rebel 
vassal, who has been unlawfully invading 
the territory of that suzorain, back to his 
senses and duties. The case is without 
precedent." 

Tho Journal goes on to remark that 
Russia froiii the very first advocated tho 
re establishment of the status t/uo and 
prompt diplomatic intervention on tho 
basis of the Berlin treaty in order to pro- 
vent the fratricidal struggle now let loose. 
But the meeting of tho conference wa3 de- 
layed and its action was paralyzed — by 
what the Journal does not name, but it 
undoubtedly refers principally to Eng- 
land's reservations and opposition. Eng- 
land, in fact, ia regarded i\s chiefly re - 
sponsible for the outbreak of hostilities, 
either out of pure antagonism to Russia 
or simply for the electoral purposes of the 
conservative party, in order to take the 
wind out of the sails of Mr. Gladstone 
and the liberals, by adopting a loaf out of 
their own book against the Berlin treaty. 
"The effect of English diplomacy," says 
the organ of tho foreign office, "while 
Lord Salisbury tried to explain it at the 
Guildhall banquet, has been that tho con- 
ference has come to nothing. Russia, 
however, is not going to follow behind 
either ono or another of tho Balkan 
states." 



the jury have arrived at, but have fore- 
borne tu give it expression for fear of 
prejudicing the public mind. The verdict 
re establishes the farr fame of our city 
and shows that it does not harbor in its 
midst blood-thirsty villains who first 
Bhoot down and then rob an unsuspecting 
wayfarer.

LIKE A PATRIOT. 

Hon. H. G. Joly, one of tho Leaders of 
tho rouge party of Quebec and formerly 
premier of the province, has resigned his 
seat In the local legislature rather than join 
in tho movement to form n "national" 
party. In bis letter of resignation, Mr. 
Joly says: "I can neither understand nor 
share tho sentiments manifested with so 
much force to-day by tho great majority of 
Kronen Canadians in my province and 
county. I find myself out of harmony with 
my constituents on a question too serious 
to make it other than tuy duty to resign in 
order to leave to them free exeacise of their 
right to select a representative in full sym- 
pathy with their feelings." The Globe, 
which seems to have been taken by surprise 
by this prompt and decisive action of a 
prominent leader of its own party, expresses 
profound sorrow at his defection which will 
exercise a powerful influence throughout 
Canada, and may eventually prove tho 
means of defeating the "national" move- 
ment which is against constituted authority 
and therefore revolutionary in its character. 
In the result it will be seen that the liberals 
will lose as much support in Ontario as 
they will gain in Quebec. 



8IMILKAMUEN. 



That this now attractive gold field gives 
substantial promise of yielding a rich har- 
vest seems no longer doubtful. The news 
reaching us through different channels all 
points in that direction. We understand 
that, in his official report the provisional 
gold commissioner (Mr. Allison) states 
that tlits gold taken out within his per- 
sonal knowlodge during the past season, 
amounts to §112,500, which figure he be- 
lieves falls far below the actual yield, as 
much of tho mining has beon dono by 
Chineso, from whom it ia impossiblo to 
obtain anything like full returns. When 
it is considered that, in so far, at 
least, as Granite creek and Tulameon 
river are concorned, the work 
has been more one of exploration 
and prospecting than mining, it must be 
admitted that the yield is far from insig- 
nificant, and that there iB good reason to 
look hopefully to the approaching season. 
Discovery claims have been secured on 
Collins' gulch, State creek, Hines' creek, 
Eagle cro«k. The3u are tributaries of 
Tulameen rivor, tho last named boing 
about 85 miles above the Similkamoon 
Forks. Tho discoveries wuro made too 
late in the season, however, to admit of the 
ground being tested. At latest accounts 
much attention was being directed to the 
upper waters of the Tulameon, where a 
number of claims had already beon re- 
oorded. The numbor of white minors on 
tho 21st ult. was estimated at -150. Of 
Chinese no estimate could well bo nindo, 
owing to their being so much scattered. 
Free miners' licenses had, however, only 
boon issued to 100 Chinese, and as thero 
must be many times th».< "number engaged 
in mining in j^jat district, some eltoit 
Bhould be made to compel these people 
either to pay their taxes or loavo tho 
mines. It ia extremely unfair that while 
tho white miner must pay for the right to 
■nine for gold, these alien hordes aru al- 
lowed to take out largo quantities of tho 
precious metal without obtaining liconaes 
or*in any other way contributing their 
fair quota to the revenues of the country. 
We are aware of tho difficulties to be over- 
come, but wo cannot help thinking that a 
vigorous effort should bo made in that 
direction. 



LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 



EASTERN STATES. 
Jefferson, Missouri, Dec. (i. — Particu- 
lars have beon received hero of a tripl 
tragedy to day at Lynn crock, Camden 
county. Dr. J. Lyons, residing on a 
farm near that place, for several years as 
a matter of charity cared for an imbecile 
named Williams, who has boon hitherto 
considered harmless, To-day without a 
word of warning tho idiot snatched up an 
axo and struck Dr. Lyons on tho head 
cleaving his skull and killing him instant- 
ly. He then attacked the doctor's 1 4 year 
old daughter and killed her, A young 
son of tho doctor hearing the disturbance 
came upon the scene just at this juncturo 
and prucuring a ritle shot tho idiot dead. 

Simion. 

On October 12th, an old Frenchman, 
named E. St. Foy, and his Samoan wife, 
were murdered and their house ritled. A 
neighbor, who was fearful that something 
had happened to the family, went to tho 
bouse a'id on entering the lower room 
saw blood dropping down from tho ceil- 
ing. An examination showed St. Foy 
and the woman lying dead on the floor of 
an uppor room, both bodies showing 
ghastly wounds, while the strong-box had 
boon broken open and rilled. Bloody 
footprints were all over the floor. Cholowa, 
a Polish blacksmith, was arrested oti sus- 
picion, and Ilia actions when allowed to 
visit his home led' to tho discovery of 
$4,000 in silver, packed in a keroseno can 
and an old soap-box, and buried in ono 
corner of his shop. Under the forgo a 
bag of coin was found. Then Cholowa 
confessed that ho had received the money 
from a French neighbor. The search 
went on until eight bags of silver had 
been found in various parts of tho Bhop. 
Tn the soap- box was also found a blood- 
stained pair of shoes. Oholewa was eight 
years in New Caledonia, and camo to 
Samoa from Feejoo. Ho saved the hang- 
man troublo by hanging hiniBolf in tho 
jail with the ropes of his hammock. St. 
Foy loft property valued at $15,000 -in 
old BtuH', mostly bought from wrecks and 
auctions. 

A grand volcanic eruption took place on 
October 13th in miducean, about forty- 
eight miles northwest of Tongatubu. A 
European party visited the scene, and saw 
it converted from a sub-marine to an or- 
dinary volcano, being about thirty foot 
high at tho back of tho crater. Thoy 
describe the immense mass of gaseous 
matter as some 2000 feet or more in cir- 
cumference, and piercing to the skies far 
above the cloud. Tho island is still active, 
and Captain Lane, who has recently visit- 
ed it in the Maile, stated it is now. about 
150 feot 'nigh. Captain Ross of tho Myr- 
tle reports: "On the 28th of October, at 
C p. m., I sighted an island where none 
could formerly be seen. I could soe it 
thirty miles off. It is about 700 feet high. 
It did not appear to be active. It is the 
samo as reported by Capt. Line."

The whole thing reminds 
ono of the fable of the cats with the 
cheese and the monkey who divided it.

Tho public will be mora than pleased at 
the outcome of the inquest in the matter 
of the Hicks tragedy. Instead of a mur- 
der the jury found that tho wound was 
self-inflicted, although without an inten- 
tion to take lifo. The ovidonco of Mrs. 
Lnscelles, who. saw the unfortunuto man 
us he camo up tho slopo alone, and who 
Baw him fire tho last shot, and of Supt. 
Iloycraft , who measured tho distance from 
where Hicks fell to the spot where the 
pistol was found and showed that the 
wounded man could easily have thrown 
the woapon thoro, was incontrovertible.

Body. 

Norwich; Eng., Nov. ','0. — A horrible, 
siokening Bight was witnessed to-day at 
the hanging of Robert Goodiile, a market 
gardener, for tho murder of his wife on 
September 15th. A fifteen stone weight 
was used and the drop was sis feet. When 
the drop was sprung tho rope rebounded 
violently. Goodilo's head was sovorod, 
the trunk and h«ad falling to the ground, 
and head lying at tho feet. Tho specta- 
tors wero horror-stricken and became 
sick. An inquest was held. The hang- 
man said Goodale's head looked is though 
cut with a knife. Ho had a thin verte- 
bra.

A Kurc Metal from Granite 
Creek. 

The miners from Granite creek have 
brought down ». ""quantity af h6avy rae- 
tallio looking mineral in pebbles, which 
they found alonR with the gold. Mr. Sut- 
ton has made an examination of it and 
pronounces it to be an ore of platinum, 
containing iridium, iron, and possibly 
some other rare metals. Platinum is 
found in small quantities in different 
parts of the world, notably in Ltrszil. It 
occurs as a kind of sand associated with 
the gold. Crude platinum, as it is fouud 
in ita native state, generally contains 
more or less of the precious metals — 
iridium, osmium, palladium, etc. Pur« 
platinum is about half the value of gold, 
and is very valuable for chemical pur- 
poses on account of its being insoluble 
at any ordinary lioat. It haB a silvery 
white appearance and is one of the 
heaviest metals known. Miners bringing 
down any of the ore u-o requested to 
loave samples at Langley » iV; Co. 'a for 
further examination, as it ia supposed to 
contain another rare metal in small quan- 
tities.

Verdict of I>calli by His Own 
Haii«l, but Without Sui- 
cidal lutent. 

The inquiry into the cause of the death 
of John Hicks was continued yesterday 
afternoon before, Coroner Johnson nnd 
the jury. 

City Surveyor Leach, Supt. Roycraft 
and Capt. Mo flat wore further examined, 
but no now fact3 elicited. 

John Richards, sworn, gave evidence 
that he kuew the deceased before he was 
shot; ho was with him one night from 9 
p. m. until 3 a. m.; this was the last night 
of his life; hoard him make statement to 
Dr. Milne; witness . asked Hicks that 
night if he shot himself ; the deceased said 
no, he had not; told him it was reported 
he had shot himself; asked him after Dr. 
Milne left if he ever possessed a revolver; 
answered that ho never had since he loft 
tl.e Cape; asked him if he had confessed 
having shot himself to Bishop Cridge, and 
he answered that ho had not. 

Thomas Irving uave evidence to having 
heard the shots and that he had met a 
man who had acted as though he wished 
to hide his identity. 

Dr. Prieger was also called, but only 
gave ovidonce that Hi';ks had boon suffer- 
ing from diabetes. 

In his address to tho jury Coroner 
Johnson went over the various points of 
the caso, and said he would leave it to tho 
jury to find their vordict. It was ono of 
the strangest cases he had ever come 
across. There were several verdicts that 
could be found. Ono could state that 
Hicka was shot by some person or persons 
unknown. But this would infer that life 
and property was not sulliciontly protect- 
ed in this city if a man could be robbed 
and murdered with impunity in the early 
evening without discovery. Or they could 
find that tho story of Mr. and Mrs. Las- 
celles wbb correct and that he committed j 
suicide. Or lastly they could return an 
open vordict. 

The jury returned a verdict that de- 
ceased came to his death by a pistol shot 
firod by his own hand, but not with an 
intention to take his life.

He says that ho is now 83 years of 
ago, sick, infirm and living on charity, and 
that he"appoalaoncemoreto the magnanim- 
ity and comniouest sense of justice of the 
people of San Francisco, through the hon- 
orable board of supervisors, for a return of 
thalhoney without interest, which the city 
hns had the tiBe of for thirty years." — /S. F.

[The petitioner resided in Victoria from 
1858 till 1869, and was at that time a prom- 
inent and wealthy citizen. Ho was a fro- 
(jnent contributor to tho press over the 
signature of "Monitor." After leaving 
Victoria he went to Mexico where ho lost all 
his money.]

A BYLAW 



For the Regulation of the Fire Depart- 
ment) fob Electing Fire Engineers 
and Appointing Firemen, and appoint- 
ing their Salaries and Remunera- 
tion- 



WHEREAS by "Tlie Firemen's Act, 
1804," it h enacted that from and 
and after tho" passing of that Act tho 
whole of tho apparatus, whether engine, 
hose, hooks, ladders, or oilier articlos 
used with, or belonging to, or in any way 
appertaining to, tho lire department of 
tho city of ^Victoria shall bo deemed for 
tho purposes of that act, to bo tho prop- 
erty of the Yictori.i Eire Department, sub- 
ject to tho order and control of tho mayor 
and corporation of tho city of Victoria; 

And whereas, by tho "Municipality 
Act, 1881," and tho Act to amend tho 
satno passed in tho year 18813, it is enact- 
ed that in evory municipality the Council 
may from time to time make, alter and 
repeal, by-laws for any of tho following 
Durposes, or in relation to matters coming 
within the classes of subjects next herein- 
after nientionod (among others) that is to 
say, (09) for the assistance and regulation 
of Firo Departments, and (91) for electing 
Fire Engineers and appointing Firemen, 
and promoting, establishing and regulat- 
ing Fire Companies, Hook and Ladder 
Companies, and Property Saving Com- 
panies, and to appoint such salaries and 
remuneration ns may bo necessary, sub- 
ject to the proviso that any bylaw made 
under tho authority of subsection 91 (now 
in reoital) shall have no force or effect un- 
less it contains provision that tho Cliief 
Engineer and Assistant Engineer be bi- 
onnially elected by tho municipal rato- 
payors nor until the bylaw has been sub- 
mitted to tho ratepayers of the munici- 
pality and has been approved by them in 
tho manner provided by section 74, and 
subsections thereof, of the "Municipality 
Act, 1881;" 

And whereas it is expedient that the 
corporation of tho City of Victoria should 
control and regulate tho Firo Department 
of tho city and make provisions for the 
election of tho Chief and Assistant Engi- 
neers thoreuf, and for tho payment of the 
officers and firemen thoroof; 

And whereas tho Chief Engineer, As- 
sistant Engineer and Board of Delegates 
of the Firo Department of tho city have 
consented to and- approved of tho arrange- 
ment and provision hereinafter made; 

Ho it thereforo enacted by the Council 
of tho Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, in exorciae of the said recited pow- 
ers and of every othor power enabling 
them in this behalf, as follows: 

1 The Fire Department of the ci»y 
shall henceforth consist of a Chief Engi- 
neer and an Assistant Engineer, to be 
elected as hereinafter nientionod, and 
three Foremen, two Engine Drivers, 
twelve Hosemeu, six Honk und Ladder 
men, and such reserve firemen as muy 
from time to time bo required to be ap- 
pointed as hereinafter mentioned. 

2: Immediately after the final passing 
of this bylaw and thereafter biennially in 
the month of December in each alternate 
year, the Council shall by resolution fix a 
time and place, appoint a returning utfi- 
cer, and make other necessary arrange- 
ments for tho election of a Chief Engineer 
and an Assistant Engineor of the Fire De- 
partment, in liko manner as upon tho 
election of a mayor; and at such election 
every person who is rated upon tho then 
last revised assessment roll of thu city 
shall be entitled to one voto for each 
office; but if_only onti candidate bo nomi- 
nated for an office, tho returning officer 
abnll forthwith declare him duly olected 
without a poll. 

3. The Chief Engineer and Assistant 
Engineer so elected as aforesaid shall re- 
spectively hold ollico until their successors 
are elected or appointed, or Until (before 
that time) they shall die, resign, or cease 
to discharge their duties. 

4. In case the Chief Engineer or the 
Assistant Engineer shall die, resign, or 
cease from any cause to discharge the du- 
ties of his office, tho Council shall appoint 
some other competent person to tho ollice 
in his place until tho next biennial elec- 
tion. 

5. The Foremen, Engine Drivers, Hose- 
men and Hook and Ladder men and re- 
serve firmeu shall be appointed and may 
be removed from ollico from time to timo 
by i ho Council. 

G. The several officers of the Fire De- 
partment shall, while they hold and dis- 
charge tho duties of their respective offices, 
be entitled to be paid therefor at tho rates 
next hereinafter mentioned, namely: 

Chief Engineer $700 per annum 

Assip'.aut Engineer 300 " " 

Foreman, each 150 " 

Engine Driver, each 720 " " 

Hosemau, each 120 " " 

Hook and Ladder Men, o. . 120 " " 
Aud each Hoseman and each Ifook and Lad- 
dor man shall also bo entitled to be paid 60 
cents per hour or part of an hour while 
actually employed at a lire. 

7. From aud after tho election of an En- 
gineer and Assistant Engineer uncUr this 
bylaw, it shall be lawful for tho Council to 
take aud hold possession of all the real and 
personal property of tho Fire Department 
of tho city and all engines, machinery, and 
tools used by or in connection with the said 
Fire Department, and to assume tho entire 
control and management thereof, and to 
mako mien rules and regulations as they 
shall deem necessary or expedient for car- 
rying into effect this bylaw, aud from timo 
to timo to alter and revoke such rules and 
regulations; and for all or any of these 
purposes tho Firo Wardens shall be a Com- 
mittee cf tho Council. 

8. In addition to tho officers and men 
hereinbefore mentioned the Fire Wardens 
may from time to time appoint such reserve 
firemen as they shall deem necessary or ex- 
pedient, to be employed when called upon, 
in case of tire, by the Chief Engineer or 
other officers acting in his place; and such 
reserve firemen, -when so employed at a fire, 
shall bo paid at the rate of SI for tho first 
hour or part of an hour und 50 cents for 
each subsequent hour or part of an hour 
per man. In caso any reserve fireman 
shall bo so called upon and report himself 
at a firo but shall not actually be employed 
he shall bo paid 50 cents. 

9. The apparatus of tho Firo Depart- 
ment shall consist of steam fire-engines, 
hose carts and hose, hook and ladder 
trucks, hydrants, water-tanks, fire-lad- 
dors, fire-alsrniB and_ othor necessary ap- 
paratus, in such numbers and quantities 
as shall from time to time be deemed 
necessary by tho Council. 

10. The Council shall f rom time to 
time set apart out of the general revenue 
of the city such sum or sums of money as 
may bo necessary to pay the salaries and 
remuneration hereinbefore mentioned, 
and otherwise to maintain tho Fire De- 
pattment in an efficient state. 

11. Subject to this bylaw, and the rules 
and regulations to bo made in pursuance 
thereof, tho whole apparatus and manage- 
ment of thu Fire Department Bhall be 
under the direction of tho Chief Engin- 
eer; and at every fire the Chief Engineer 
or other tho senior officer of the Depart- 
ment who may bo present shall have sole 



control over all members or servants of 
tho Fire Department, and all other per- 
sons engaged in suppressing the fire, and 
all engines aud apparatus used therein; 
and every porson present at a fire shall 
promptly obey every lawful order of such 
Chief Engineer or other senior officer. 

12. This bylaw may be cited, for all 
purposes as tho "Firo Department Bylaw, 
1885."
